OUR LONDON LETTER. 


SONUS еМ 
* Aras! it contained the fatal news that England's, 
or, rather, Britain's pride, her glory, her hero, the 
greatest man that she had ever produced, was no 
more! Бад day! Great and irreparable national 
loss!” 

Thus did her Majesty express her sense of the loss 
the Country sustained by the death of the great 


Duke of Wellington in 1852. I copy these words. 


from the Queen's Journal, apropos of the wonder- 
fully comprehensive representation of Wellington's 
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grandest victory which will be opened to the 
public оп Whit Monday in the new and spacious 
Westminster Panorama, close by the St. 
James’s Park Station of the Metropolitan 
District Railway. I predict a great success for this 
marvellously realistic panorama of the Battle of 
Waterloo, which, having delighted half а million 
of people in Brussels, will be regarded with even 
greater pleasure and interest by myriads of 
Englishmen. In these degenerate days of English 
reverses at the hands of Afghans, Boers, and 
Zulus, we need to be reminded of the great 
fight which the Duke of Wellington won. 
And at the Westminster Panorama will be found 
the best possible souvenir of this battle of giants, 
wherein Britons were ‘the conquerors. The 
masterly painting is by M. C. Castellani ; 
and the industry of this skilful artist may 
be imagined when I say the panorama covers 
over 20,000 square feet of canvas. Some notion 
of the masterly vigour with which the figures 
are introduced by M. Castellani is given in the large 
Illustration specially drawn from a small section of 
the panorama. As indicated in the Engraving, the 
Duke of Wellington and his staff stand under the tree 
in the distance, whilst in the foreground Marshal Ney 
valiantly leads on tothe attack a Frenchregiment, who 
meet their match in the intrepid Highlanders, piped on 
to action by the cool piper, who, although wounded, 
pluckily pipes away till all is blue. The spectator 
stands, as it' were, on an eminence in the very 
centre of the Battle of Waterloo. It only needs the 
boom of cannon, the whizzing of bullets, 
the shouts of the men, and the strains of martial 
music to make you think the Battle is being fought 
before your very eyes. гош the clouds over yonder 
a gleam of sunshine steals down upon the square 
of steel, in which Napoleon calmly sits on 
horseback. Vainly does he urge battalion after 
battalion against the British! Тһе “thin red 
lines” are an effectual barrier to the road to 
Brussels. At the foot of the height on which you 
stand springs up a real corn-field, the soldier 
figures in which merge almost imperceptibly 
into the startlingly vivid Highlanders on 
the canvas. Wherever you turn, some fresh 
object of interest meets the eye. You cannot 
but admire the power with which M. Castellani has 
painted the Imperial Guard dashing to the assault 
of Mount St. Jean; and the force and boldness 
with which he has portrayed the death of 
General Picton. It is the supreme crisis of 
the battle. The Prussians have arrived. 
Napoleon’s star is setting; but it yet burns. 
fiercely. The French and English hosts are 
fighting with equal bravery. Ina word, the Battle 
of Waterloo as grandly depicted at the Westminster 
Panorama is a superb tableau which cannot fail to 
please Britons and Gauls alike now the animosity of

The Commons had another Irish scene on Monday: 
Mr. Mitchell Henry brought before the House, as 8 
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question of privilege, the letter of Mr. Egan, the 
cashkeeper of the Land League. Much indignation 
was expended upon Mr. Egan, and Mr. O’Connor 
Power very effectively defended himself, at the 
expense of officials of the League, from the impu- 
tation of being a place-hunter. Mr. Parnell depre- 
cated attacking “ап absent man,” and Mr. A. M. 
Sullivan avowed his sympathy with Mr. Egan. Mr. 
Gladstone pointed out the discredit which must 
attach to any avowal of sympathy with the writer 
of such a letter; and Sir Ҳу аон Harcourt 
said that if Mr. Parnell did not disavow the letter he 
must be held responsible for it. Ultimately it was 
resolved, though against the wish of the Premier, 
that the letter was a gross breach of privilege, and 
Mr. Mitchell Henry said he would take time to соп- 
sider his further course. The House resumed Сош- 
mittee on the Land Bill, and discussed Mr. Brand’s 
amendment limiting the tenant’s right of sale. 

A special meeting of the members of the Cabinet 
was held at the Premier’s residence on Tuesday 
afternoon, when Mr. Gladstone, Lord Hartington, 
Sir William Harcourt, Lord Granville, Lord Kim- 
berley, Mr. Bright, Mr. Childers, Lord Spencer, and 
Lord Selborne were present. The Cabinet, it is 
understood, met for the purpose of discussing the 
disturbed and disloyal state of affairs in Ireland. 


Mr. Andrew J. Kettle, chief organiser of the Land 
League and a member of its executive, was arrested 
last Monday evening at Naas Railway Station, and 
conveyed to Naas Goal, whence he had just come 
from a visit to Mr. Breunan. 

After a demonstration of unemployed labourers in 
Dublin on Saturday a serious encounter between the 
crowd and the police took place. Several constables 
were severely hurt, and three of the rioters were 
sentenced in the evening to six months’ imprison- 
ment. A sberiff's bailiff in Cork county was sub- 
jected on Saturday to extraordinary treatment. The 
writs were taken from him, and he was stripped and 
thrown into a river. 


A Calcutta tele says that the Candaharees 
are joining Ayoub Khan’s standard in considerable 
numbers. ‘The Ameer has written to all the notable 
inhabitants of Herat, inviting them in their own 
interests to join the Ameer and expel Ayoub from 
the country. 


John Dunn has laid before the Transvaal Com- 
missioners statements of some interest with regard 
to Zululand. He desires that the arms taken from 
the Zulus should be restored, in order that they 
may defend themselves agaiust the Boers, and 
pu to be afraid that the** Zulu settlement" will 

e repudiated by the Home Government. A strip 
of territory under British rule ought, he thinks, to 
be interposed between the Transvaal and Zululand. 
As it is now certain that the Potchefstroom guns will 
be given up, the Royal Commissioners have desided 
to euter the Transvaal. 


M. Gambetta, in a speech at Cahors on Saturday, 
eulogised the services of М. Grévy, апа condemned 
the attempts to raise dissension between them. He 
also urged the people to have confidence in the 
Constitution, which could not be made in a day, but 
must broaden down in a Democratic sense only with 
the lapse of time. 

M. Seguin, the correspondent ot the French 
journal Le Telégraphe, was murdered by Arabs at 
half-past eleven o’clock yesterday morning at Beja. 
He had just breakfasted, and was about to makea 
tour of the outskirts of the town, pending the de- 
parture of the carriage which was to convey him to 
the Beja Railway Station on his return to Tunis, 
when, ata distance of thirty yards from the gates of 
the town, he was attacked by Arabs with stones. On 
seeing M. Seguin fall to the ground several of his 
assailants threw themselves upon him and stabbed 
him in eight places. 


Commander Evans, R.N., of the Doterel, left 
London on Monday, and on his arrival at Ports- 
mouth went оп board the Duke of Wellington tlag- 
ship, where he will remain pending the court-martial. 

On Sunday morning the mail-steamer Essequibo, 
from the West Indies, went ashore eight miles north 
of Havre, but was subsequently got off. with the 
assistance of two оң "чы. 

The Anchor liner Macedonia, from New York to 
Glasgow, has gone ashore at the Mull of Kintyre, 
and, as the coast is very bad, it is expected she will 
become a total wreck.

COMMANDER EVANS ON THE 
LOSS OF H.M.S. DOTEREL. 


THE fresh view we print of her Majesty’s ship 
Doterel may give additional interest to the official 
report of Commander Evans, who arrived in London 
last Saturday evening :— 
** P.S.N. Co. ship Britannia, 
** Bordeaux, Мау 27, 1881. 

** Sir, —It is with very great regret I have to report 

the melancholy 


"DISASTER TO HER MAJESTY'S SHIP 
DOTEREL 
under my command, which occurred at ten a.m. on 
April 26 last, at Sandy Point, and which I tele- 
graphed to you from Monte Video on the 3rd inst. 
We left Elizabeth Island shortly after six the same 
morning, steaming sixty revolutions with the star- 
board wing boiler, and anchored at Sandy Point 
about 8.30 a.m. in eight fathoms and а half of water. 


** When I had finished with the engines I sent for 
Mr. Ord, the engineer (the chief engineer being in 
arrest), and told him that I had finished with the 
engines; to go on condensing and prepare for coal- 
ing. I then remained on deck a short time talking 
to the coal contractor and captain of the port. 
About 9 a.m. I went below to breakfast, and at 
about 9.30, when I had finished my ‘breakfast, I 


again sent for Mr. Ord, and told him to send some | 


one to overhaul the steam-cutter's engine, and to be 
sure that there was ro delay about coaling. I then 
sent for the senior Lieutenant, and told him to go to 
divisions when ready, asI was going to wash and 
dress. I then went to my after-cabin, and

as if a gun had gone off. I immediately went into 
the fore-cabin, on the starboard side, and on looking 
forward saw that the ship’s side was burst open in 
the starboard gangway, and that the upper deck in 
that part was forced up, twisted an 
about, and the water rushing in, the ship at once 
heeling over to starboard. A short time after the 
first explosion (about twenty or thirty seconds, as 
far as I can judge) there was another and much more 


wrenched | 


violent explosion, shaking the ship heavily, and 
"which I am convinced was the explosion of the fore 
magazine. Everything now became darkened with 
smoke and débris, and I felt that the ship was sink- 
ing rapidly. On turning round I saw the sentry 
getting out of my embrasure port. 1 then told my 
steward, who was close to me, to jump out. ‘I then 
got out myself, 


JUMPED INTO THE WATER, 


and caught hold of some wreckage. I think I must 
have been sucked down by the ship, as I do not re- 
collect anything more until I noticed that the ship 
had disappeared, the water covered with wreckage 
i and a few men clinging to it, and boats coming to 
Фиг rescue. І donot think it could have been more 
than three minutes from the first explosion until the 
ship sank. The explosion was so sudden and de- 
| structive that it was quite impossible to lower any 
|. boats, even had there been anyone to do so. The 
few that escaped, being abaft the mainmast, saved 
themselves by jumping overboard. I fancy the 
| greater number must have been killed by the ex- 
plosion and falling débris, as I did not hear a cry ог 
а groan. As regards 


THE FIRST EXPLOSION, 


| which occurred in the starboard gangway, I think it 
| may have been caused by the bursting of the boiler, 
as before we could condense good water it was 
necessary to brine the boiler well on account of the 
mineral oil used in the cylinders, the ship having 
surface condensers, and it is possible that the water 
may have been allowed to get too low in the boiler, 
the crowns of the furnaces exposed, and on cold 
water being pumped in the boiler burst. If this was 
not the case, I think it possible the coals in the star- 
board bunker may have become heated and gene- 
rated gas, or have caused spontaneous combustion. 
If neither of these circumstances occurred, I am then 
| at а loss to account for the first explosion, as there 
were no combustibles stored in the starboard gang- 
way, and there is little or no doubt that the shell- 
room, Nordenfelt, Gatling, and gun-cotton maga- 
zines did not explode, all of which were abaft the 
mainmast. Аз regards 


THE FORE MAGAZINE, 


it had béen opened the previous day, shortly. before 
noon; two cases of charges for the seven-pounder 
being taken out for short practice and the magazine 
closed. It was opened again about four p.m. by the 
gunner, who returned the two cases and closed the 
magazine, and I must say he was a most careful and 
trustworthy officer. I do not think it possible that 
any fire could have existed below without an imme- 
diate alarm being given, as the cooks of the messes 
' had been on the lower deck for the last twenty 


minutes clearing up the deck for inspection. The 
arms had been returned, and we were about to go to 
divisions. The fore magazine is on the port side for- 
ward, a little abaft the foremast, and the damage 
done by the first explosion was in the starboard gang- 
way a little before the mainmast. I do not think it 
I that the first explosion could have emanated 
om the magazine. I left 


LIEUTENANT STOKES AT SANDY POINT 
in charge of the wreck, and to bury any bodies that 
might come to the surface, and also to employ a diver 
who happened to be there about а wreck, and if pos- 
sible to obtain a clue to the disaster, and to remain 
until he received further instructions. Three bodies 
were discovered and buried on the day of the 
disaster—namely, Blackmore, chief boatswain’s mate; 
Nicholls, able seaman ; and Hayes, ordinary seaman. 
Owing to Ше suddenness of this disaster no records 
of the ship weresaved. Every kindness and attention 
was shown to us by the authorities and inhabitants 
of Sandy Point. I regret that I am not able to give 
& more satisfactory and definite explanation of this 
disaster, which to me is a mystery.

THE TERRIBLE DISASTER TO 
THE VICTORIA STEAM-BOAT 
IN CANADA. 


We trust the lesson of the lamentable accident 
which has signalised the commencement of the river 
excursion season in Canada will not be thrown away 
upon. the Managers of the Steam-boat Companies 
which have the monopoly of the passenger traffic on 
the Thames and other tidal rivers in Great Britain. 
| They cannot be too particular in preventing over- 


| crowding. 
| THE VICTORIA 


| was registered at fifty-eight gross tons, and cost 

| 5000 dollars. She was 80 ft. long, 23 ft. beam, and 

| 3 ft. 10in. depth of hold. She was built to carry 400 
passengers, but had on board on Tuesday, May 24, 
between 600 and 700. To celebrate the Queen’s 
Birthday, this large company of liolida'y-makers had 
in the morning left London, Ontario,’ to proceed 
down the River Thames to various pleasure resorts. 
We learn that a band was on board, said to have been 
a portion of that of the 7th Fusiliers, and space was 
cleared on deck for dancing, thus throwi ng the crowd 
on the forward part of the boat. But the sad story 
of the calamity may be told most clearly in 
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THE WORDS OF THE CAPTAIN. 


Captain Rankin, who had charge of the Victoria 
at the time of the disaster, makes the following 
statement :— 

** We were on the last trip for the day, having 
made three trips previously. We had not a very heavy 
load going down, as there was plenty of room on 
board; but when we got to the wharf at Springbank 
there was а large crowd waiting, and before I could 
get some of the passengers out others rushed оп the 
after-part, jumping in and climbing over the sides 
in evory direction. I ordered them off the top deck 
nnd the main deck, and threatened that I would not 
leave the wharf till midnight if some of them did 
not get off. Very few paid any attention to my 
orders, nnd only abont fifteen or twenty went off the 
boat. After we started, a number of people on the 
lower deck began singing and moving around. 

** Present!y I noticed a slightly different action on 
the boat, and being unable to leave my post at the 
wheel, I sent a boy to the engineer to ascertain if 
there was any danger. She was listing some to star- 
board, and, as I was getting more anxious, I sent the 
boy down again. Не returned with word from the 
engineer that unless we could straighten the boat 
there was danger. I was looking forward to a sand- 
bar about 200 yards ahead, on which I intended to 
beach the boat. That was my determination, because 
I was beginning to get anxious. Just then a couple 
of row-boats came alongside, the occupants of which 
were racing, and the crowd rushed to the side of our 
craft to see them. The engineer then sent up word 
that I should try to get the crowd. to go aft because 
the water was coming in. 

** Just then the people made a rush to the port 
side, and as they did so the vessel just took a lurch 
and went with her port bow down. ‘Then the boiler 
shifted from its position and went through the side. 
I believe the vessel would have recovered herself 
only for the boiler going over. As it went it carried 
away the main deck, and that let down the upper 
deck with the crowd on it. There were not а 
hundred people on the lower deck, because the space 
below was largely taken up with the boiler and 
machinery. Many of the passengers were imprisoned 
between the water and the top of the deck, which 
came down above them, but they had breathing 
space of a foot or so, which would have saved many 
had not others persisted in climbing on the floating 
deck, thus crushing it down and smothering those 
underneath. 

“I rescued one man who had been under this 
deck for four minutes before it went down. I did 
all I could to prevent the people from climbing 
on it. ' 

* A grent number had presence of mind to swim 
out from under the deck at the side or end, and in 
‘this way were saved. In а few minutes all who were 
ape imprisoned were drowned, I then swam to 
shore. 

“The Victoria was flat-bottomed, scow-shaped at 
both ends, and registered to carry 400 passengers. I 
do not think we had 450 on board, because there is 
not standing room on the boat for that number at 
eight inches space to each person. ‘The boiler was 
off the deck before I left the wheel. ‘The stanchions 
from the main deck are the main supports of the 
upper deck. She was well-stanchioned, but there 
‘were no braces. She had life-saving apparatus for 
400 persons. The boat was going up slowly, and the 
syphon and pony pumps were both working. 

“I attribute the disaster to the fact that the 
vessel leaked, because when I sent the boy down to 
the engineer he said there was half an arm's length 
of water in the hold."

МН. LORILLARD'S STOCK-FARM. 


Nothing but praise is heard of the American 
gentlemen who, in the purest spirit of sport, have 
pitted theselves against the English, French, and 
Austrian owners that contended for the blue ribbon 
of the turf. They are true sportsmen. What is not 
always equivalent, they are gentlemen in the best 
sense of the term—gentlemen who by their modest, 
manly demeanour put to utter shame the shoddy 
Englishmen, whose purse-pride is so sickening and 
contemptible a feature of modern life. 

The stock-farm of Mr. Pierre Lorillard, owner 
of Iroquois, at Jobstown, New Jersey, covers 1000 
acres of ground, and comprises every convenience 
and requirement of a model American farm. 
The mansion is a handsome three-storied semi- 
Gothic building, used by Mr. Lorillard as a country- 
seat. Near by is Ше coach-house, a Gothic structure, 
now in course of erection, with accommodation 
for twenty-four horses. Adjoining the mansion 
is a circular wooden structure, surmounted with 
.& large bell, used for calling the hands to work or to 
their meals. In this Duilding are kept the draught- 
horses and carts and waggons. In the centre of 
the yard is an enormous food-bin, with forty 
shoots. A broad and well-kept road leads from 


this part of the estate to the farm-buildings. The 
stock of cattle and pigs exceeds 509 head. The 
feeding-room is a marvel in itself. А railroad, upon 
which are mounted numerous trucks, runs all over 
the buildings, conveying the large quantities of food 
necessary, which seven men are constantly employed 
mixing and preparing. The hog-pen is one of the 
largest in the country, being 345 feet long. The 
corn-crib is about 350 feet long, and is well stocked 
with material. The tool-house is crowded with the 
various instruments and tools used upon such a large 
estate, and is as complete аз the rest of the buildings. 
The enormous hay-barn, capable of holding 350 tons 
of hay, is surmounted by a glass observatory. 

In the brood-mares’ stable, a pte d building, 
there are comfortable stalls for one hundred horses, 
under charge of Mr. Reilly. He has attained such 
familiarity with the mares and their colts that, 
wishing to gather them from the pasture for any 
purpose, he simply walks up the knoll and 
whistles, when the whole herd run, jump, and 
gallop from all directions towards him. The 
breeding-pens, as they are called, are attached 
to the brood-mares’ stable, under the personal super- 
vision of Mr. Reilly. These breeding-pens are com- 
fortable, square horse-stalls, communicating with 
each other by a window and door. In the centre of 
this row of stalls is a small room, containing a 
stove and bedstead. When amare is about to foal 
she is placed in one of the boxes nearest to the 
* heating-room," as the centre room is called, a 
large fire is maintained, the window of her stall is 
opened, and the hot air rushing in furnishes her with 
a warm temperature, which can be regulated at will. 
After а few days in this box she is shifted into the 
adjoining room, having & cooler temperature, by 
reason of its being further from the heating-room, 
&nd in this manner is shifted from room to room, 
until reaching thelast one, she and her foal are 
turned into the paddock. e stallions are kept in 
Separate stalls of this building. 

n addition to these buildings there are the 
MAT dwellings, the yearling and half-breed 
stables, the blacksmith-shop; the private track for 
racing, having a three-quarter mile course; and the 
racing-stable, a circular building capable of housing 
fifty horses. Itishere that the horses in training 
are kept; and here, also, are the quarters of the 
jockeys, their sleeping and. saddle-rooms, and a well- 
appointed school-room. Fifty-one miles of under 
drainage and nine miles of open ditch are necessary 
to carry off the refuse. Well-kept roads, bordered 
by good fences painted white,lead to the different 
departments.  Studding the green paddock are 
dozens of octagonal boxes containing stalls for eight 
horses, and among these buildings is one apart from 
the rest, called the hospital. lf а horse is very sick 
it is immediately removed to the hospital, and, 
secluded from his companions, is tended in the most 
careful manner.

PLACES, 


Tuis being the time when everybody is thinking of 
paying a flying Whitsuntide visit to the seaside, we 
offer the following brief notes from the brilliant 
journal, the Parisian, about the principal French 
bathing places :— 


BOULOGNE-SUR-MER. 


Boulogne beach needs no recommendation to 
Englishmen, with whom the place is almost as great 
a favourite as home watering-places. ‘The hotel 
and boarding-house accommodation is excellent, and 
the shopkeepers are conveniently polyglot. Com- 
munication with London is most easy by means of 
the most direct steamers to St. Katherine’s Wharf, 
near London Bridge, and vid Folkestone by the 
daily tidal service of fast boats and express trains. 
The établissement situated at the entrance to the 
harbour on the sands is one of the best-managed of 
the many casinos on the French coast, and varied 
entertainments are given throughout the season. 
Many first-class schools, patronised by English 
families are located in Boulogne, and the environs 
are well worthy of a visit. The new deep-water 
harbour works are rapidly advancing, and in a few 
years will transform Boulogne into the most im- 
portant seaport town of Northern France. 


A DIP AT DIEPPE. 


Dieppe is a favourite resort for English and 
Americans, and the most fashionable French seaside 
port on the British Channel. Many important 
improvements have been made in the town itself, 
on the beach, and at the Casino. The supply 
of fresh or salt water baths, which was already very 
abundant, has been further increased, so as to leave 
nothing to be desired in this respect, At the Casino 
tself some happily-conceived improvements have 
been devised. Tbe club reserved for the use of 
members of Paris or London clubs has been com- 
pletely transformed, and is now characterised by a 
я e dex amount of ints pear comfort. Dieppe 
is about equidistant from London and Paris, and 
during the summer months two services daily connect 
it with the former city. Horse-races, polo, pigeon- 
shooting, and regattas make up a round of amuse- 
ments {during the season, whilst at the Casino con- 
certs and performances by the best Parisian artists 
follow closely. ‘The environs of Dieppe are most 


beautiful. 
HAVRE. 


Havre combines the advantages of a busy seaport 
town and a seaside summer resort. ‘There is an 
excellent beach, there are charming environs; and 
trips can be made by water to Trouville, Deauville, 
Caen, Honfleur, and up the Seine to Rouen. Тһе 
hotels are excellent, and the continual movement of 
the shipping adds much to the interest of the place. 
Steamers run three times a week to and from South- 
ampton in connection with a fixed train service 
between London and Havre; and once & week а 
direct steamer arrives from and departs for London. 
Ste.-Adresse is close by, and will be remembered as 
the residence for many years of the French romancer 
Alphonse Karr. :

DIABOLICAL TRADE OUTRAGE 


IN SHEFFIELD. 


Early on Saturday morning last Superintendent 
Cruit, of the Derbyshire Police, and two constables, 
wlio had been watching Messrs. Staniforth and Co.'s 
scythe works at Hackenthorpe, а short distance 
from Shefüeld, saw two men cautiously enter the 
yard and proceed to the engine-house. A large 
bottle full of gunpowder was placed under the boiler, 
and a fuse was laid from it across the yard, The 
vfücers waited till the fuse was lighted, and- then 
sprang from their concealment, one officer extinguish- 
ing the fuse, and the other two grappling with the 
criminals, who made a stout resistance, but were 
borne off in custody.* Their names are James Rainy 
and Robert Atkin. They both came from Dronfield, 
and are known to the police. Messrs. Staniforth 
have had several disputes with their unionist work- 
men, and have been threatened. A few months ago 
an attempt similar to the present was made to blow 
up the works, but failed. Since then a policeman 
has watched the place.

VERDICT ON THE FATAL FIRE 


AT NOTTING-HILL. 


Last. Monday Dr. Diplock, the Coroner for West 
Middlesex, concluded, at the Kensington Work- 
house, the inquiry as to the deaths of Elizabeth 
Jane Clerk, Philip Clerk, Ann Susannah Bond, John 
David Bond, Harry Church, and Louisa Church, who 
were burnt to death at the fire in Portobello-road, 
Notting-hill, on May 16. Тһе jury, after being 
absent about a quarter of an hour, returned into 
court with the following verdict :— 

'VWefimd that the man Nash wilfully set fire to 
the premises in Portobello-road, for the purpose of 
securing the money effected by the polieies; and we 
desire to express our extreme disapproval of the 
careless manner in which the роПсу was effected by 
the agent, and which, in our consideration, was the 
an of tempting Nash to burn the house down.” 

The jury also expressed their opinion that the 
Metropolitan Board of Works should be called upon 
to provide better means of extinguishing fire in the 
neighbourhood, and urged the deficiency which 
existed at present. Mrs. Nash, immediately the 
verdict was announced, burst into а fit of sobbing. 
The man Nash appeared very firm, although 
evidently agitated. Не was immediately taken into 
eustody, and. removed to the Hammersmith Police 
Station, where he was charged on Tuesday. 


“OUR OLD NOBILITY.” 
THE ASSAULT ON LORD THYNNE. 

On Tuesday at the Petty Sessions Court, held in 
the Shirehall, Salisbury, the Marquis Townshend, 
Colonel Nepean, and Mr. Francis ЕШз surrendered 
to their recognizances to answer a charge of unlaw- 
fully and violently assaulting Lord Edward Thynne, 
formerly member for Frome, and uncle of. the 
Maus of Bath, on the afternoon of Tuesday 
week. 

‚1% will be remembered that the evidence on the 
last occasion went to show that Lord Thynne was 
driving in his daughter's pony carriage, with her 
governess, on the road from Salisbury to Laverstock, 
where he resides, when he met the defendants. The 
Marquis Townshend then attacked him with a 
riding whip, smashed his hat, and drew blood from 
hishead. While this wastaking place Lord Thynne 
alleged that the other defendents held the horse and 
encouraged the Marquis in the assault. 

The Marquis Townshend, in defence, then stated 
that this was the first opportunity he had had of 
castigating the prosecutor, who had gone off with 
his wife some years before. The defendants, on 
surrendering, were 105 called upon toenter the dock, 
but occupied seats at the solicitors’ table. Mr. 
Powning appeared for the prosecution ; Mr. Tattock 
barrister, defended the Marquis ‘Townshend; an 
Mr. Nodder attended on behalf of Colonel Nepean 
and Mr. Ellis. The defendants all pleaded not 
guilty, through their counsel.

An examination of the passenger 
lists of the steamer at the company's oflice in 
Bowling-green yesterday failed to reveal his name. 
District- Attorney McGill, of Hudson County, sent а 
despatch by cable at once to Havre, ordering the 
arrest of thé man on the arrival of the vessel. The 
Amérique arrived on Sunday night. 

“ After the identity of the body had been indi- 
cated by the clues followed, it was more positively 
identified by relatives of the dead woman. Yesterday 
afternoon Maria Schmidt, the woman’s sister, accom- 
panied by Simon Muller, the dead woman’s husband, 
went to Crane’s Morgue. Both positively declared 
that the body was that of Philomena Muller. Miss 
Schmidt says that Mena had separated from her 
husband. Two weeks ago she told Miss Schmidt that 
she ‘had at last found a decent man who would 
marry her and take her to Germany.’ ‘They had 
arranged, Miss Schmidt said, to sail on the 4th inst.: 
Miss Schmidt and the husband went to the wharf of 
the Amérique on the morning the vessel sailed, but 
Mena was not seen. Neither of them knew Kettler. 
Muller said he bought the breast-pin found on the 
murdered woman for his wife, and the sister 
identified the clothing. 

“The halt-emptied bottle of Rhine wine and the 
torn copy of the Staats Zeitung, which were found

furnished the clues. The man and the woman had 
stopped at the tavern kept by the husband of Mrs.

After- 
wards they went in the direction of the woods where 
the woman was killed. The woman had incidentally 
remarked to Mrs. Finck that she had got the Rhine 
wine at Union-hill The detectives learned that it 
had been bought at Edward Sabil’s saloon. The 
woman said there that she had just been married. 
The Rev. Mr. Mabon, the pastor of the Grove Church, 
had, she said, performed the ceremony. She paid 
for the wine with a five-dollar gold piece. Mrs. 
Sarah Rigter, who directed the woman and the man 
to Mr. Mabon’s house, was also found. As the 
couple passed the church graveyard on their way to 
the parsonage, Walter Bauscher, who was digging a 
grave, noticed them. "The Rev. Dr. Mabon said that 
he had married a couple on thatday. He produced 
the record of the marriage on the church register. 

* Scherer, the hotelkeeper, said that on Monday 
evening, May 2, the man and the woman arrived at 
his place.
